THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilsnm,  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire,  in  said  state  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilsum  on  Tuesday  the  13th  day  of  March  next  at  9  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priation for  same. 

3.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
street  lighting  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

4.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
snow  removal  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
oiling  streets  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
Town  notes  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
property  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
State  Aid  Construction  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 


9.     To  see   if  the  Town  will  vote  to   accept  reports   of 
Town  Officers. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  look  after  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  make  appropri- 
ation for  same. 

12.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
unpaid  R.  F.  C.  accounts,  in  Town,  and  make  appropriation  for 
same. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
discount  on  taxes. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
Town  Officers'  salaries. 

15.  To  see  whether  beer  or  other  lawful  alcoholic  bever- 
ages shall  be  manufactured  or  sold  locally  as  permitted  by  this 
act. 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  reduce  the 
expenses  of  the  Town  and  pass  any  votes  relating  thereto. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  Selectmen  to  receive 
bids  for  the  collection  of  taxes  or  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  Road  Agents 
to  employ  only  persons  willing  to  allow  50%  of  wages  to  apply 
on  previous  year  property  taxes  or  all  poll  taxes. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum : 

I  herein  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

If  I  were  to  express  in  a  few  words  a  philosophy  of  edu- 
cation with  a  psychological  background,  it  would  recognize  (1) 
the  human  mind  as  the  most  unique,  delicately  poised  and 
wonderful  mechanism  the  world  has  ever  known;  (2)  that 
its  stimuli  are  obtained  through  the  so-called  "Windows  of 
the  Soul"  often  called  our  common  senses;  (3)  that  its 
products  are  the  conceptions,  ideations  and  thoughts  result- 
ing from  a  coalition  and  cooperation  of  mental  activity, 
righteous  feeling  and  the  power  of  discrimination  between 
right  and  wrong. 

To  recognize  these  fundamental  truths  and  provide  the 
best  environment  for  their  health}^  function  and  development 
is  the  problem  of  public  education. 

Not  only  must  we  develop  the"  so-called  skills  in  our 
schools  but  also  those  fundamental  requisites  essential  to  the 
highest  type  of  American  citizenship.  This  implies  the  cooper- 
ation of  the  school,  the  home  and  the  church. 

The  condition  of  business  is  sometimes  called  the  corner 
stone  of  our  educational  structure.  Therefore,  we  can  be  more 
optimistic  than  we  were  one  year  ago.  The  indices  of  the 
business  world  are  on  the  up-grade.  Let  not  the  schools  lag 
behind.
